diate declaration of war against Aus- 
tria-Hungary was reco ded to 


Congress today by Presidefit Wilson. 

The President did not,.. however, 
recommend a declaration. of war 
against Turkey and Bulgdria at thts 
time. P 

Immediate war against Algtria, the 
President told Congress, was neces- 
sary to meet the anomalous situation 
the United States faces in its war 
with Germany. 

The same logic, he said ‘would lead 
to war against Turkey and Bulgaria 
but they do not. yet, he said, stand 
in the path of the United States in 
fts war against Prussian autocracy. 

Peace, the President declared, 
could come only when the German 
people make it through rulers the 
world can trust; when they make re 
paration for the destruction their 
present rulers have wrought and 
when Germany recedes from all the 
territory \acquired) by armed con- 
quest.

COUNTY POLITICS 


Politics is not as interesting a subject to 
write about or to read as is war and other 
things, but it is a necessary evil that has to 
be dealt with by the people, for it is one of 
the most expensive items the people are 
called upon to pay, and nowdays the ex- 
pense account has to be reckoned with. 

: The campaign for 1918 is already start- 
ing, in the state and in the county, and it 
is necessary to pick out a complete set of 
public officials and hired men to do the 
public work, Reviewing the immediate 
past, Contra Costa county is lucky in that 
it has had and now has‘a competent, effici- 
ent and honest set of edunty officials, taken 
as 8 whole, and allowing for a few defects 


that are but’ natural and which all com- 


munities have to contend with. This pa- 
per has consistently contended right along 
that Richmond has been slighted in the dis- 
bursement of political loaves and fishes, 
and this is unquestionably true. General- 
ly speaking, the only city in the county of 
metropolitan proportions certainly ought 
to receive recognition when it comes te 
the disbursement of political patronage, 
offices, and all that sort of thing, because 
it pays heavy taxes to the county and casts 
a big vote at the elections, but as far as ef- 
ficiency and the doing of the public work 
properly is concerned the particular sc- 
tion of the county from which an official 
may or may not be selected from has noth- 
ing to do with it. » That is a matter of poli- 
ties only. 

Richmond has not heen given reeogni- 
tion in the matter of holding the publics 
offices, but there are also some mitigating 
circumsances to be considered in this eon- 
nection. 

Richmond has been so busy building a 
great city that it has not had time to play 
polities. And when it did butt into the 
political game it nearly always blundered. 
and played polities like a school boy might 
be expected to. It has never hung toecth- 
er, but has always split up its vote and Ict 
the other fellow walk into office through 
the opening. 

Broadly speaking, it is of much more 
importance to all the people of the county 
that the public work be efficiently done by 
competent officials than it is who the indi- 
vidual is or where he hails from, as far as 
that is concerned, and it is also a fact that 
many a man is put into public office who 
ought to be tamping ties on a railroad sec- 
tion, for no other reason than that some 
particular locality claims political recog- 
nition because of its vote or location, or 
both. 

From present indications some of the 
present county officials are not going to 
have opposition, or opposition that will not 
amount to much as far as being able to pro- 
duce results are concerned. The laboring 
element of Richmond occassionally talks 
of puttting up a ticket, but whether it will 
or not is problematical at this time, though 
it may pick out a man or two from its ranks 
and center its big strength on him, in 
which event he would go into the fight 
with a backing that would have to be reck- 
oned with. 

There is aman up around the Knightsen 
ecuntry, named Maleome, who appears to 
be out now as a eandidate for Sheriff. We 
have never had the pleasure of meeting 
him and do not know what his qualifica- 
tions may or lay not be for that office. We 
should judge by the fact that when he vis- 
its Richmond, the only city of moment in 
the county, and does not even take the 
time or trouble to call at the newspaper of- 
fices and get acquainted with those who 
deal in publicity, that he is a poor politic- 
ian, no m&tter how good a man he may be

fact that whoever beats Sheriff Veal in this - 


race is going to know that he had a rous- 
ing good scrap on his hands before the cam- 
paign is through, for without going into 
the merits or demerits of the ‘‘Little Gen- 
eral,’’ it is conceded by all that he is just 
about the hardest man to beat in this coun- 
ty. Also, no matter how much or why any 
individual or faction may object to Veale, 
the man does not live in these parts who 
is going to say for a minute that he is not 
a good politician. 

No opposition worthy of the name has 
as yet developed for the offices: held by 
Wells, Sullinger, Hurley, Joost;:Meese or 
Baker, but of course is full early in the 
game. It is quite probable that some of 
these officials will have opposition before 
the campaign is over. — It is algo quite 
probable that a majority of them will be 
re-elected, as they are good and competent 
officials. 

There are several candidates for the office 
of District Attorney looming on the politi- 
cal horizon, and there is no reasonable 
doubt but what this office will be hotly con- 
tested. If Supt. of Schools Hanlon should 
be one of the contestants, that would leave 
his present office open for pre-emption or 
homestead entry, or something. Attorneys 
Ormsby and Jacobs, now deputies, have 
been mentioned, but neither of these have. 
anything to say, one way or the other, as 
yet. Two Richmond attorneys also have 
their weather eves east in that direction, 
taking note of which way the political wind 
is liable to blow. 

Mayor Lane of Richmond has been prom- 
inently mentioned in connection with the 
Sheriff’s offiee and in competition to Zeb 
Knott as Supervisor from this district, but 
he is also non-committal. Lane is a good 
man, and has a strong following here, but 
there is also the question as to whether 
Richmond ean spare him from his present 
position, which right now is very import- 
ant to the publie welfare of this eitv. 

Right after the holidays political news 
can be expected to show up more and more, 
and as it does show up the News may be 
depended upon tot keep its readers posted 
for it expects to take a prominent part in 
the coming campaign. It will be a sort of 
rest from war stuff, and give us alla little 
something else to think of beside blood 
and carnage. Incidentally there may be 
some carnage in the trenches of the cam- 
paign, and a few fellows get killed polit- 
ically dead, but nothing as bad as Verdun 
or Cambrai is to be expected, as none of the 
political warriors of this county are par- 
ticularly blood-thirsty.
